„ A Placebo, was another ſuch like Office, or Service, per- 
formed for the Health, and good Eſtate of ſome Soul, or Souls, 
fo called from the word Placebo, being the firſt word of the

Maſſes ſaid or ſung for the dead, or a ſervice performed thirty 


7. Maſſes Satisfa&ory, is the Romiſk Service appointed to be 
aid or ſung, at a certain time, or times, and at ah. appointed 
place, at ſuch an Altar, or in ſuch a Chappel, with ſpecial re 
rence to, or remembrance of ſuch a Soul, or Souls, tormen 
in Purgatory. n
